I’m sure there will be a 
huge turnout to applaud 
the torchbearers.

I enjoy living close to the sea and I like the people of 
West Dorset. The Isle of Portland continues to fasci¬ 
nate me with its windswept cliffs, pirate graves at 
Church Ope and lighthouse. I am always finding out 
new things about Portland. 

■ WHAT inspired you to start writing? 

My children. I didn’t have to look far for inspiration 
to start writing about annoying and unreasonable 
characters. I am also fascinated by local folklore; the 
Veasta or Chesil Beach Sea Monster, the Mermaid 
found at Church Ope and the weird legend of the 
phantom Black Dog at Cave Hole, Portland Bill. 

■ WHAT top three tips would you give to an am¬ 
ateur writer? 

Write about who and what you know, ask for feedback 
from your readers, don’t be afraid to take risks. My 
stories combine research into 17th century history 
with contemporary children, surf dudes who are ob¬ 
sessed with the weather, and Gregor a badly behaved 
collie. When I ask children who they like best, they 
almost always say Gregor or Ryder, the super-cool 
surfer. 

■ WHO is your favourite author and why? 

I admire the author Terry Pratchett who writes about 
the Discworld and the city of Ankh-Morpork. His 



characters include Rincewind, a hopeless wizard and 
Death, the hooded Grim Reaper who tries so hard to 
understand people. Tiffany from A Hat Full of Sky is 
one of my favourite characters as she is brave and re¬ 
sourceful. 

■ WHAT is your all time favourite book and why? 

The Lion, the Witch and the Wardrobe by CS Lewis, 
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the first Narnia book. I identify with the children as 
they explore Narnia. Lucy is very sensible and Ed¬ 
mund betrays his family for Turkish Delight. I am fas¬ 
cinated by the White Witch and think she is a bit 
misunderstood. It’s ok to want to live in a permanent 
winter, with ice, snow and beavers, and turn people 
you don’t like into stone. 

■ WHAT would be your dream job? 

I’d like a sleigh, a fur coat, a lot of Turkish Delight 
and sole charge of Narnia. 

■ WHO would be your three dream guests at a 
dinner party and why? 

Sam Vimes, Commander of the City Watch in Terry 
Pratchett’s The Fifth Elephant , who is extremely surly 
and attractive. Lula, a former ’ho from Janet 
Evanovich’s Seven Up, who tests the limits of lycra in 
stretchy animal print dresses. And Nigella Lawson, 
who would make a mess in the kitchen. I would expect 
a big row at some point. 

■ WHAT was the last book you read? 

I read Keith Richards autobiography Life. It’s fantas¬ 
tic, like having Keith pop round for a Rock ’n’ Roll 
party without having to go to the supermarket for a 
crate of whiskey. Or apologise to the neighbours the 
next morning.

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Doctor evicted from Medical Centre 


Excitement over Olympic 
torch coming to Lyme

DOCTOR Ian Conway 
was evicted from Lyme 
Regis Medical Centre on 
Friday 

The following statement 
was posted on the Lyme 
Practice website: “Dr Ian 
Conway will be evicted 
from the Lyme Regis Med¬ 
ical Centre and as a conse¬ 
quence the PCT has 
withdrawn his contract to 
provide medical services to 
the communities of Lyme 
Regis and Charmouth. 

“He would like to sin¬ 
cerely thank all his patients 
and staff who have shown 
unprecedented loyalty and 
support.” 

It brings to a close years 
of wrangling between Dr 
Conway and former Lyme 
Regis GPs, Dr Andrew 


Llewelyn and Dr Lindsay 
Slater, and follows a High 
Court Action over the own¬ 
ership of the building 
brought against them by Dr 
Conway and Mrs Alison 
Robinson, the practice 
manager at the centre and 
the wife of the late Dr 
Barry Robinson. 

The High Court judge 
vested the ownership of the 
centre in the names of Dr 
Llewelyn and Dr Slater, 
who practised at the centre 
until 1999. 

Drs Llewelyn and Slater 
were awarded significant 
indemnity costs and conse¬ 
quential damages by the 
High Court, thought to run 


into excess of six figures. 

Following the eviction, 
NHS Dorset has entered 
into a temporary arrange¬ 
ment with Dr Forbes Wat¬ 
son, of the Lyme Bay 
Medical Practice, to take 
over the running of the 
medical centre with imme¬ 
diate effect. 

Contract terminated 

Dr Conway’s patients 
staged a campaign to keep 
him at the centre, including 
a petition to NHS Dorset 
signed by over 1,600 pa¬ 
tients. 

The following statement 
was issued by NHS Dorset 
on Monday morning: “Dr 
Conway was given notice 
to leave Lyme Regis Med¬ 
ical Centre by November 
4th 2011 by the owners of 
the premises. 

“As a result of this, NHS 
Dorset has had to termi¬ 
nate his contract as he no 
longer had suitable prem¬ 
ises from which to provide 
medical services. 

“NHS Dorset has let a 
temporary contract to Dr 
Watson while a longer 
term arrangement is 


sought. Please note that 
the two practices at Lyme 
Regis Medical Centre and 
Lyme Bay Surgery will re¬ 
main separate and the 
Charmouth Surgery, which 
also provides services to 
people in Lyme, is unaf¬ 
fected. 

“All the doctors who 
were working for Dr Con¬ 
way have been transferred 
to Dr Watson’s temporary 
contract and will remain at 
the practice, as will all 
other staff members who 
have chosen to do so. 

“The community serv¬ 
ices that were provided by 
Dr Conway’s practice will 
also remain the same. 

“Patients should see no 
change in the way that they 
access and receive serv¬ 
ices. They can continue 
to book appointments as 
usual on the same tele¬ 
phone number 01297 
445777. 

“Please be assured that 
we are working closely 
with Dr Watson to ensure 
minimal disruption as a re¬ 
sult of this change. 

“Updates on the tender¬ 
ing process for the perma¬ 
nent contract will be 
available on the PCT web-

Mrs Hazel Read, one of 
the leading campaigners to 
keep Dr Conway at the 
Medical Centre, said she 
and other patients were 
“devasted” that Lyme had 
lost “a wonderful doctor”. 

She said: “I think every¬ 
body is well aware of the 
circumstances surrounding 
this case and will not for¬ 
get. I have read the whole 
of the court case in the last 
few days and was aston¬ 
ished to read in the Judge’s 
summing up, a statement 
saying: 

‘It was made plain on be¬ 
half of Drs Llewelyn and 
Slater that they had no in¬ 
tention whatsoever to evict 
Dr Conway’. Really, so 
why did it happen then? 

“The PCT has now put in 
place a contingency plan 
and Dr Watson will be 
overseeing the Medical 
Centre for a short period, 
after which the community 
will be consulted on the 


awarding of a permanent 
contract. It is then that I, 
and all the other patients, 
should remember the doc¬ 
tors who worked with Dr 
Conway, and who are still 
practicing at the Medical 
Centre. Perhaps they could 
put in a tender for the per¬ 
manent contract. That 
would be a very popular 
choice and it would be our 
choice. Has justice been 
done? I think not. 

“Dr Conway you will be 
missed, after devoting 34 
years of your life to caring 
for others. You deserve 
much better than this.” 

Fifteen per cent of the 
medical centre is owned 
by the League of Friends 
whose chairman, Mrs 
Shirley Williams, said: 
“We are pleased the own¬ 
ership issue has been re¬ 
solved and that jobs at the 
medical centre are safe. 

“Hopefully any bitter¬ 
ness can be put aside after 
this long dispute and that 
the medical centre will 
continue to offer such a 
good service.”

“The visit of the Olympic torchbearer to Lyme Regis 
is a wonderful link for the town’s sporting organisa¬ 
tions with the spirit of Olympic Games, which is 
about excellence in all that we do and what we repre¬ 
sent, friendship, respect, determination and having 
the courage to face challenges. 

“It’s great that Lyme Regis is part of these interna¬ 
tional celebrations and July 12th 2012 will be part of 
what is looking to be an especially remarkable year 
for the town.” 

Richard Horobin, press officer for the Lyme 
RNLI, said he nominated 19 year-old Ritchie Dur- 
rant for his work for charity and sporting achieve¬ 
ment but they would not know whether he had 
been chosen to carry the torch until December 
11th. 

Another young Lyme Regis crew member, 21 
year-old John Gage, has been selected as an RNLI 
crew member for the sailing Olympics in Wey¬ 
mouth.

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'Fundamental issues' raised over 
county council development 


THE KPMG External Auditors’ report 
on the Dorset County Council Library 
element of the Charles Street develop¬ 
ment in Dorchester reflected what we all 
know, by rebuking DCC on the most 
fundamental of issues - firstly, by DCC 
failing to examine alternative sites that 
could offer better value for money; and 
secondly, for DCC not carrying out a 
proper assessment of the needs of the li¬ 
brary service across Dorset before com¬ 
mitting £5 million for a new building in 
Dorchester. 

DCC’s cabinet members will each 
know that an independent investigation 
has countered their various previous as¬ 
sertions on procedure. It’s official, and 
it’s there to be seen. 

There’s now a discernible wave of 
anger in Dorset and particularly West 
Dorset about how decisions are taken in 
councils. No-one should give up on ex¬ 
pressing their views and pushing for a 
more democratic world - even by just 
discussing it: indeed world events this 
year have shown how in the end lids do 
come off. 


Moreover, there is immediate good 
news. The Report of the West Dorset 
Management Committee of December 
15th 2009 (viewable on WDDC’s web¬ 
site) states of the Library in section 5.3: 
“Should DCC decide not to proceed we 
are confident that the building can be 
easily modified to a different use.” 

Here is a chance for those rebuked to 
stand up and save £5 million of taxpay¬ 
ers’ money, saving unnecessary expen¬ 
diture. The project should be rolled back 
or mothballed. Whether or not it is, the 
electorate will never forget, thanks to 
this report, the objective conclusions on 
this project. Democracy was painfully 
fought for by this country - it must be 
nurtured. We must ensure the flame of 
democracy outlives bricks and mortar. 

The KPMG report on the offices ele¬ 
ment is due in the New Year.

■ I NOTE with interest, satisfaction and 
a sense of relief a story in the local press, 
reporting the intention by members of the 
comparatively new town council to tackle 
the ever-present dog fouling in the resort.

I would also like to take this opportunity 
to commend the council on its anticipated 
backing of plans to celebrate the Queen’s 
Jubilee, despite the fact that one member, 
Councillor Lucy Campbell, has declared 
in the past herself a non-supporter of the 
royal family. 

A local committee is formulating plans 
for the big celebrations, and I am pleased 
to learn that our Mayor, Councillor Sally 
Holman, is lending her support as the 
head of the town and leader of the coun¬ 
cil.

W E are looking forward to a very 
busy winter at the Woodmead Halls 
as we embark on a number of im¬ 
provements. 

A new air conditioning and heating system 
was completed on Friday of last week, the 
culmination of a great deal of work by man¬ 
agement committee members Charlie Kapur 
and Jimmy Sweetland into the most cost ef¬ 
fective system for the halls. 

The air condition unit was installed last 
week by Exmouth-based company Four Sea¬ 
sons, renewable energy specialists, who did 
a very good job. 

The new system cost just over £7,000 but we 
believe this is a good investment as it will 
help to lower our gas heating costs and will 
also keep the halls cool in summer when the 
main hall is packed. 

The need for air conditioning became very 
obvious when the hall was full to capacity for 
the popular Lyme’s Got Talents shows. It also 
means we can keep the hall’s doors and win¬ 
dows shut during the summer months which 
means less noise for our neighbours. 

The halls are already reaping the benefit of 
installing our own electricity generating sys¬ 
tem last year, leading to a big reduction in 
our energy costs and also reducing the costs 
of running the public toilets for Lyme Regis 
Town Council.

I T was a pretty dismal 
weekend with a pall 
of sadness hanging 
over the West Country 
following the horrifc 
multi-vehicle accident 
on the M5 near 
Taunton which killed 
seven people in the 
most frightening cir¬ 
cumstances. 

My mood was not 
brightened by the ever- 
depressing news from 
the Cannes summit 
that the Euro is in near 
meltdown and we are 
bracing ourselves to 
provide more millions 
to bail it out. 


So it was great on 
Monday morning to get 
some good news with 
the announcement that 
the Olympic torch will 
be passing through 
Lyme Regis on Thurs¬ 
day, July 12th. 

A truly unique event 
which will probably 
never happen again 
and an unexpected but 
unbelievable opportu¬ 
nity for Lyme to cele¬ 
brate London 2012 and 
provide an early boost 
to next year’s summer 
season. 

Within seconds of 
hearing the news I was 


on the blower to Mayor 
Sally Holman who let 
out a squeal of excite¬ 
ment and immediately 
went into First Citizen 
mode, providing me 
with a quote for our 
story and then immedi¬ 
ately deciding that the 


occasion must be cele¬ 
brated in true Lyme 
Regis fashion. 

Other towns in Dorset 
are already planning 
their celebrations and 
the mayor will probably 
put together some form 
of working party to do 


the same. We don’t know 
who will be carrying the 
golden torch through 
Lyme, although young 
lifeboat crew member 
Ritchie Durrant, an ex¬ 
cellent all-round sports¬ 
man, has been 
nominated. 


A decision will not be 
made until December 
11th. 

The occasion will give 
Lyme’s sporting organi¬ 
sations the chance to 
promote themselves and 
I hope it will be possible 
to provide an escort for 
the torchbearer through 
Lyme made up of repre¬ 
sentatives of the town’s 
leading sporting groups. 

It would be good if July 
12th could be designated 
as “Lyme’s Olympic 
Day” 

Next year is shaping 
up to one of the most ex¬ 
iting in Lyme’s recent 
history. 

Not ony do we have the 
fossil and earth festivals, 
there will be a rejuve¬ 
nated jazz, blues and 
beer festival, celebra¬ 
tions to mark the 
Queen’s Diamond Ju¬ 
bilee, the arrival of the 
first cruise liner in the 
bay, packed, we are told, 
with rich Americans, 
Lifeboat and Regatta and 
Carnival weeks and the 
increasingly popular 
ArtsFest. 

It’s going to be some 
summer!

A FEW simple and proactive 
steps can make all the differ¬ 
ence when cleaning your toi¬ 
let.

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Behind the Curtain - Nightlife in London 1952-59 


IN the exclusive nightclubs of 50s London, photographer 
Marcus Harrison was a familiar face among the showbiz 
stars and notorious criminals. 

Having arrived in London from Australia in 1952, with 
nothing except his Leica camera, Marcus captured the spirit 
of the age after becoming in-house photographer at 
Quaglino's Hotel and Piccadilly's famous Stork Room. 

In a landscape steeped in the gloom of post-war austerity, 
glamour, sleaze and crime could be found concealed be¬ 
hind the plush curtains of London's exclusive night-clubs. 

Aristocrats, millionaires, captains of industry, film stars, ac¬ 
tors and singers flocked to these privileged places. It was a 
world of then unimaginable luxury with Krug champagne, 
fine wines, Cuban cigars, Napoleon brandy, oysters, lob¬ 
sters, caviar; and for some men, an abundance of well-fed 
and coiffed young beauties. 

Marcus never asked permission from his subjects resulting 
in candid photographs that capture the fleeting moment. 

"It’s a far cry from the smoky nightclubs of London in the 
1950s to the ancient post town of Bridport Dorset, with wide streets swept by sea breezes, but the Allsop Gallery 
in the Bridport Arts Centre is a magnificent venue," said Marcus. 

"In the midst of a vibrant community of country and 
professional folk, with a sprinkling of creative refugees 
from London, I hope that my vintage photographs, with 
their nostalgic mix of film stars, socialites, nobility, Roy¬ 
alty and the underworld, will find a kind welcome and 
acceptance there". 

The exhibition is a who's who of 50s superstars contain¬ 
ing rarely seen images of Frank Sinatra, Billie Holiday, 
Robert Mitchum, Abbott and Costello and many more. 
Often caught rubbing shoulders with notorious gang¬ 
sters and glamorous fan girls. 

The exhibition also features an installation of vintage 
furniture provided by the Bridport Store, Old Albion, to 
provide a 1950s feel. 

Arts Centre Director, Polly Gifford, said: "We are de¬ 
lighted to showing Marcus Harrison's evocative images 
at the Arts Centre. They conjure up a particular time and 
place, now long gone, with great affection but also great 
insight, revealing a world unknown to the great majority 
of British people." 

The Exhibition runs until Saturday, December 17th and 
admission is free. 




Before his exhibition opened last week Marcus Harrison took time out to talk to 
View From Reporter TOM GLOVER about his experiences. 


WHAT response did you get when 
taking these photos? 

People in show business perk up for 
the camera, Marlene Dietrich would 
adjust her head if I was lingering 
around her so that I would get the 
best profile. She would shield her sag¬ 
ging neck with her hand. I got 
whacked a couple of times, from be¬ 
hind, but never when I was actually 
taking pictures, just when I was walk¬ 
ing around with the camera in my 
hand. 

WAS there anyone you particularly 
liked to photograph? 

Bob Mitchum was a terrific guy to be 
with, he had that American knack of 
being your barroom buddy and the 
President of the United States at the 
same time. He invited me to come 
and photograph him and have a 
drink in his flat while he was making 
a film over here. I spent about four 
hours with him, he drank steadily all 
the time just sipping, he didn't eat 
anything, I was waiting for the 
salmon sandwiches but they never ar¬ 
rived. He was such a wonderful guy, 
there were stories to the contrary but 
to me he was the perfect gentleman. 

WERE the 50s a magical time to 
be around? 

They were great times to be mixing 
with people whom you otherwise 
could never have conceived of know¬ 
ing. Through my camera I got to meet 
royalty, aristocrats and real hardcore 
criminals. Stubby Kaye, who I was a 


particular pal with, used to drive with 
me for breakfast when the Stork 
Room closed. We'd go to the Jewish 
bagel shop in Petticoat Lane, have 
breakfast and then I would drive him 
back. He'd sleep all the way driving 
there and all the way driving back. 

WHY did you choose to catch 
people in their natural state? 

Well, the reason for me being in those 
places was because I took souvenir 
pictures for the patrons but I also took 
other pictures that I could sell to 
newspapers. If I took a picture of 
somebody in a divorce case at say 1 
o'clock in the morning, I'd shoot 
straight down to the Daily Express in 
Fleet Street where I had use of their 
darkroom, I'd develop it there and if 
they didn't buy it I'd take it away and 
go to the Daily Mirror or to somebody 
else. Principally though I ran a sou¬ 
venir photo service and I amused my¬ 
self by collecting celebrities. 

IN many ways then you were the 
original paparazzi? 

I think I was one of them. I didn't stalk 
people in the street except the ex King 
of Italy with his daughter. Unfortu¬ 
nately I cut out his minder in the pho¬ 
tograph, I shouldn't have done that. I 
never wanted to badger people in 
their homes, the nightclubs were 
places where people came, they were 
public places and if they misbehaved 
or didn't want exposure they 
shouldn't be there. 


ARE there any photos in this 
exhibition that you're particularly 
proud of? 

There is one of a group of working 
class ladies in a working man's club in 
Peckham Rye and they are pictured 
doing the Lambeth walk. These are 
women fresh from the horrors of the 
blitz who had worked in factories, 
were ambulance drivers or nurses. 
You can see what a great time they 
are having and there husbands back 
from the war, if they came back, are 
applauding them in the background. 
I really like that picture, its got swing 
and verve. 

DO you think we still have 
celebrities like we did back then? 

No, I think celebrities came up the 
hard way in those days. Marelene 
Dietrich had her beginnings in the 
nightclubs and bars of Berlin and 
she was already a seasoned per¬ 
former when she hit America, but 
there was a lot of work to be done 
to turn her into the star she became. 
When they came to nightclubs the 
stars never came with minders, they 
would just walk in with a couple of 
chums and sit down and sometimes 
they'd come up on stage and do a 
song. People in a parallel position 
today we do not have access to. 
You've got to deal with minders and 
press agents. Bob Mitchum just 
asked me to come round and have 
a drink, I didn't have to talk to any¬ 
body.

DORCHESTER athlete Paul Blake continues his 
training towards competing in next summer's 
2012 Paralympic Games by taking part in the 
Birmingham Indoor Grand Prix in February 
against some of the top able bodied athletes in 
the country. 

Blake the T36 400m world champion and T36 
800m world record holder has now switched to 
winter training at Bath University where he is 
coached by Rob Ellchuk. 

This involves training over longer distances 
than his maximum race length of 1500m. 

"Training's going well and I am getting a lot 
stronger in my legs and body as a result," said 
Blake who will switch back to short distance 
training in the New Year in preparation for the 
indoor championships where he will compete 
in the 200m and 400m races. 

"It is mainly for able bodied runners, but top 
listed disabled athletes can apply to run in the 
event. It will be my hardest competition ever but 
will be an amazing experience to run against 
some of the top runners in the country," he 
added. 

Later in the summer Blake will run in I PC Eu¬ 
ropean Athletics Championships to be held in 
Stadskanaal in Holland from June 24 until 27 
before final preparation for the London 
Olympics at the end of August.

The sailing will be just a 
small part of the overall experience; the 
young people involved will also gain valu¬ 
able life-skills to benefit them for a long 
time afterwards. It's a very exciting project 
and one we're very pleased to be on board 
with. 

The event has been strongly supported 
not only by the Sailing Academy working 
closely with ASTO; we have also received 
enormous help from Portland Marina and 
Portland Harbour Authority."

♦ Blue Square support for Magpies community project 
DORCHESTER Town FC have been involved in developing 
football in the community for a number of years now, and 
on Saturday they received a cheque for £12,000 from The 
Football Conference Community Development Fund to¬ 
wards this project (see photograph left). 

Funded by The Premier League, the money has created 
a new funding stream offering support to help grow com¬ 
munity work, with each club able to apply for up to £15,000 
per season as 50 per cent of the cost of a community proj¬ 
ect of their choice. 

In 2010/11, the first season, 43 conference clubs received 
grants totalling £450,000. 

Midfielder Jamie Gleeson is the Magpies current commu¬ 
nity officer and has been working on a project to develop 
football in the community in and around Dorchester work¬ 
ing with children, the disabled, ladies and girls on a variety 
of programmes.
